Hok. Josiah W. Begole, Governor of Michigan: 

Sib, — I have the honor to submit herewith the Thirteenth Annual He- 
»rt of the Department of State concerning Births, Marriages, and Deaths, 
relating to those returned for the year 1879. 

The work of preparing the various tables and exhibits contained in tbia 
leport lias been performed in this office under careful supervision, and as 
rapidly as accuracy would permit. The data contained in the present vol- 
ume are believed to more accurately represent the conditions for a single 
year, relating to the social questions herein considered, than those con- 
tained in any previous Report. It has been aptly laid: "Ono of tlio im- 
pediments to sociological generalizations is the uncertainty of our data." 
As the importance of collecting truthful particulars for the purpose of 
•etiological study becomes more generally recognized, the more complete 
will tbey bo, and the more perfect their enumeration. Therefore, in the 
collection of such statistical material from which to generalize for the pub- 
3 good, it is evident that it would he beet performed by individuals who 
•uly comprehend its nature, yet having minds unbiased in regard to results 
ast desirable to be obtained, remembering that the perfect ness of the 

j depeudent upon the perfectness of its units- 
Extended labor and study under the present law relating to the Vital 
Statistics of Michigan lias led to the unfolding of many of its imperfec- 
tions, and it is earnestly hoped that some succeeding Legislature will deem 
it advisable, in some manner to remedy these defects, or to construct en- 
tirely a new system of registration. 

The continued material and social prosperity of Michigan in 1878 is 
indicated by the number of births and niarriageB in that year, as shown in 
the present licport, making due allowance for a probable increase in pop- 
ulation from every cause. The number of births returned for 1879, was 
34,123, and the number of marriages for the same year was 13,225. The 
number of marriages in each month of the year is graphically shown on 
psge 75, where it will bo seen that the number for every mouth was con- 
siderably more than the average deduced from statistics for the same months 
ad of ten years. Exhibit B, on page x., shows that in 1879

there were more marriages to a given number of inhabitants than in any 
year from 1872 to 1879, inclusive, with the exception of the years 1873 and 
1874, The number of deaths returned as having occurred in Michigan iu 
1879 was 14,407. The death-rate was somewhat greater in 1879 than in 
the preceding year. This unfortunate representation may be owing to the 
fact that the number of inhabitants, upon which the comparison is based, 
is that given by the State Census of 1874, with no allowance made for 
increase in population. Again, the greater prevalence of diphtheria that 
year largely increased the aggregate number of deaths in Michigan. 

This volume is submitted with the sincere hope that it may prove a use- 
ful contribution to the general fund of information respecting the vital 
statistics of the human race.

In Exhibit A may be studied the relation between the births, marriages, and 
deaths in Michigan as returned for each of the years 1872-1879. The num- 
ber of marriages returned for the year 1879 exceeds the number returned for 
any of the other years shown in the exhibit, but the natural increase of popu- 
lation, as shown by the excess of births over deaths iis returned, was less in 

1879 than in any of the otlier years, with the exception of the years 1872 and 
1874. If, however, the number of births and deaths as corrected for omis- 
sions in the enumeration be used, the natural increase of population is shown 
to be greater in 1879 than in any of the other years, except 1S74, 1877, and 
1878. 

The average excess of birtliB over deaths, as returned for the eight years 
1872-1879, is 19,730, and the excess for tho year 1879 was 19.715; it will 
therefore be seen that the year 1879 was about an average year, as regards the 
aatnrul increase of population, according to the returns of births and deaths. 
The average annual increase of population for the eight years, 1872-1879, as 
ehowu by Exhibit A, was 1.21 per cent, of the population in 1880, according 
to the returns of births and deaths, and 1.78 per cent, of the population in 

1880 if the births and deaths are corrected for omissions in the enumeration,

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Various relations may be studied in Exhibit B, — relations between births, 
marriages, deaths, and inhabitants daring each of the years 1874-1879. In 
the computations for the year] 874 the population in 1870 was used, and in 
iho statements for the years 1875-187!' the population in 1874 was used, and 
it trill be seen that the number of inhabitants to one marriage decreases from 
1874 to 1879, with the single exception of the year J 877. The relation between 
the inhabitants and the births and the deaths is less uniform than between 
the inhabitants and the marriages. 

In each year shown in the exhibit the number of males to one hundred 
females is much greater among decedents than among children born, the 
annual average for tho eight years, 1874-1870, being: decedents, 114.48; chil- 
dren born, lOS.Oi. In 1878 and in 18'9, however, the difference is small, 
being 1.02 in 1873 and 1.01 in 1879. It is gratifying to note that among the 
births returned the number whose sex whs not stated was less in 1879 than in 
any of the- previous years.

Tublc I. contains data concerning births, marriages, anil deaths in this 
St:iio dining the ytitr 1871), by certain specified periods of time. It shows the 
average number per quarter, per motith, per week, and per day, and tho natural 
increase of population for each of those periods oE time. The natural daily 
increase of population in 1879, as shown by this table, was 54.01, as par births 
and deaths returned, and SU.O.'i if the births and deaths are corrected for omis- 
sions in the enumeration.

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Exhibit 1 is published to show tho number of births, the number of deaths, 
and the excess of births over deaths for each of the years 1S74-1879, by months, 
and the averages of excess for eight years. The year IS70 seems to have been 
about an average year as regards tiie natural increase of population, the aver- 
ige excess of births over deaths for eight years ending with 1S7'J being 19,723, 
md the excess for the year 1879 being 19,72ti. The mouth of December shows 
i largest average excess of births over deaths, and the month of February 
he smallest.

Ao opportunity for careful study of relations between birth?, marriages, anil 
deaths is afforded by Exhibit 2. The births, as equalized and as corrected for 
omissions, are shown, by months, for the year 1879, and the marriages and 
the deaths, as equalized and as corrected for omissions, etc., are shown for the 
months in which the births in 1879 were probably conceived — nine months 
prior to birth. Comparing births as returned and equalized with marriageB as 
equalized, it may be seen that in nine of the twelve months there was more 
than the averago number of conceptions in the months when more than the 
average number of marriages were solemnized, and less than the average num- 
ber of conceptions in months when less than the average number of marriages 
were solemnized. A comparison of the births with the deaths in the months 
of conceptions for births, both being as returned and equalized, shows that in 
eight ont of twelve months there was less than the average number of concep- 
tions in months when less than the average uumber of deaths occurred, and 
more than the average number of conceptions in months when more than the 
average number of deaths occurred. These facts point to both marriages and 
deaths as greatly influencing the conception-rate, — a large conception-rate 
seems to attend a large marriage-rate and a large death-rate. This is the 
showing of the exhibit if no correction is made for omissions in the enumera- 
tion of births and deaths; but if this correction is made, there seems to bo no 
decided relation between marriages and conceptions, whereas between deaths 
and conceptions there is strong evidonco in favor of the proposition that a 
large death-rate is attended with a small conception-rate, and a small death- 
rate is attended with a large conception-rate. This proposition holds true in 
nine out of twelve months, whon births are compared with deaths in months 
of conceptions for the births, both being corrected for omission in enumera- 
ting and equalized to mouths of uniform length. This subject may bo further

According to the returns of the county clerks to the State Department, there 
were 34,122 children born in the Statu of Michigan during the year ending 
December 31, 1879. This is a larger number thau has been returned to this 
Department for uuy previous year, with only three exceptions — 1873, 1876, 
1878 — and is much larger than the average for the past twelve years, The 
annual average number of births returned for the twelve years 1868-1879 is 
30,61(1, which is 3,506 lesa thau the number returned for the year 1879. 
Further comparisons of the v .rious years may be made by reference to Table 
L, following. 

It is thought that these statistics of births do not represent the number of 
children actually born in Michigan, in consequence of the delay in collecting 
these statistics made necessary by our registration law. From five to sixteen 
months' time passes after the births occur before the enumeration of them is 
made, during which time many removals and deaths may take place: other 
causes also probably operate to lead the enumerator to miss many of the older 
children who have been horn during this time. In consequence of these prob- 
"ile omissions in the enumeration of the births, a correction has beeu made, 
hich amounts in 1879 to 46.91 per cent, of the births returned. The follow- 
ig tabular exhibit shows, according to estimations by the compiler, the per 
cent, of births returned, and the per cent, of births udded as a correction for 
the omissions in the enumeration. In 1870, only 08.05 per cent, of the births 
were returned, according to this exhibit, and the average for the nine years 
1871-1879 was C8.19 per cent. The yearl879 was nearer an average year than 
»ny of the other years included in the exhibit.

The number and per cent, of total number of births, by quarters of the ye 
are shown in Table I., for each of the years 1874-1679, as returned and 
corrected for omissions in the enumeration. In 1879, in births as returne 
the greatest proportion is shown for the quarter ending with September, tl 
smallest for the quarter ending with March. This is true of each year includi 
in the table, with the single excoption of the year 1878, when the greate 
proportion was in the last quarter of the year. If the births as corrected 1 
used, as is done in the lower part of the table, it is still found that the large 
proportion is shown for the third quarter of the year in each of the years 187< 
1879, excepting only 1878 ; hut aside from this correspondence, there is a mo 
uniform distribution of the births throughout the year. Taking the births 
returned, considerably more than half of the children born in each of the yea 
1872-1879 were horn during the last two quarters of the year; but using 
evidence the births as corrected for omissions, it is seen that in six out of tl 
eight years 1872-1879, less than half of the births occurred during the la 
two quarters of the year. The average proportion of births as returned f< 
the years 1872-1879 as having occurred during the last half of the year 
54.52 per cent. ; but if we use the births as corrected only 50.04 per cent, 
shown as the average proportion of births occurring during the last half of th 
year. The correction, therefore, has tho effect of distributing the births mor 
evenly throughout tho year.

A comparison of t!ie months as regards the number of children returned as 
having been born is facilitated by the arrangement in Table II., which table 
shows the number and per cent, of births in each month of each of the years 
1874-1879, the months having the greatest number of births being placed first 
in the columns. In three of the six years, August heads the list, and in 
three December shows the largest number of births. The three months of 
August, September, and December are the first three months in the list for 
each of the years 1872-L879, with the exception of the year 1878, when October 
takes the place of September. The nniform showing of this table is that n 
little more than twenty-eight per cent- (28.45) of the births for each year were 
returned for the three months of August, September, and December. This 
table also shows that the two mouths of January and February are the last in 
order of greatest number first, uniformly indicating that the smallest number 
of births are returned for these first two months of the year. 

But it should be borne in mind that probably a larger proportion of the 
births which actually occurred were returned for the later than for the earlier 
months of the year, as was explained on page 2 of this Report. If the births 
are corrected so as to include the probable omissions in the enumeration, as is 
done in Exhibit 2, following, the order of the mouths will be different, and 
the uniformity shown in Table II. destroyed.

wing to the absence of statistics of the population in 1879, by sex and race, 
Table V. is not ;is valuable for the study of the birth-rate among the different 
races. It is to be regretted that the statistics of population cannot be oftener 
and more accurately obtained for the study of vital statistics. The year 1874 
is the nearest year for which we have any data as regards the inhabitants, and 
lie following table (VI.) we have made use of the population of Michigan as 
i by the Census of 1874. Table VI. shows, for Michigan, the number of 
i in 1879 and the number of inhabitants in 1874, by county and by sex. 
ding to this table, the number of births in 1879 was 2. 58 per cent, of 
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the number of inhabitants in 1874, which is one child born to about every 
thirty-nine inhabitants. 

In the study of this table, it is usual to make four propositions, as follows: 
1, a greater than average birth-rate is coincident with more than the average 
proportion of males ; 2, a greater than average birth-rate is coincident with 
less than the average proportion of males ; 3, a less than average birth-rate is 
coincident with less than the average proportion of males ; 4, a less than aver- 
age birth-rate is coincident with more than the average proportion of males. 
Seventy-seveu counties are represented in the table, for four of which there is 
no statement of population. The first proposition above is true concerning 21 
of the remaining 73 counties; the second proposition is true of 26 counties; 
the third proposition is true of 16 counties ; the fourth proposition is true of 
10 counties. Combining the first and third, and the second and fourth prop- 
ositions, it is seen that in 37 of the 73 counties, a large birth-rate was attended 
with a large proportion of males, or vice versa, and in 36 of the 73 counties a 
large birth-rate was attended with a small proportion of males, or vice versa; 
so that the evidence of this table is about as much on one side as the other of 
the question. Does an increase in the birth-rate increase the proportion of 
males? The four counties for which there is no statement of population, may 
vary the showing ; and it should be borne in mind that the data of births and 
of population are for different years.

ILLEGITIMATE CHILDREN, 18TH. 

Great care should be taken to collect and return all the facts called for 
by our blanks concerning illegitimate children. During the year 1879, accord- 
ing to the relume, 292 illegitimates were born in Michigan, which is .86 per 
cent, of all the children returned as having been born in the State during that 
year. The proportion of illegitimate children in 1879 was only a little above 
the average for the years 1872-1879. The statistics concerning the parents of 
illegitimate children are very meagre, the nativity of nearly a quarter of the 
mothers and of more than four-fifths of the fathers being "unknown."

879. There are twenty-four such townships, and in the case of eight of these, 
ne county clerk informs this office that the supervisor bus neglected to make 
eturns to him. The townships from which no returns have been received by 
be State Department, exclusive of those which have been organized since the 
Census of 1874 was taken (six in number), represent a population of 11.597 in 
874. Estimating the number of births for these 11,597 people, at the pro-

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The whole number reported for 1879 is 13,225, which is an Increase of 1,004 
over the Dumber returned for the previous year. This is the largest number 
returned to the State Department for any year, and seems to reflect the degree 
of business prosperity and activity throughout the State, and also the return 
of prosperous times from the financial depression which began in 1873. 

If the ministers and justices who solemnize marriages would obey the law, and 
make a record and return promptly of all marriages solemnized by them, it 
would not be necessary for us to make corrections from year to year as it is at 
the present time. This is a result of carelessness on their part, and is greatly 
to be regretted, as it would be far more satisfactory in making the tables and 
exhibits to know that the entire number was returned. Nu one is excusable 
for violating or ignoring an existing law.

The number and per cent, of marriages, by quarters of the year, returned 
previous to January 15, 1881, for each of the years 1874-1879 may be seen in 
Table I. The largest number of marri;iges in Michigau always occurs in the 
quarter of the year ending with December. For the year 1879 the next largest 
number of marriages appears for the quarter ending with September. In this 
table the marriages are corrected for additional returns. 

Exhibit A is similar to Table I. and shows, by quarters of the year, the- 
number of marriages as originally returned and compiled for each of the years 
1874-1879; while Table I. exhibits the number in the different quarters of 
these same years after the additional returns have been added. By comparing

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Exhibit 1 shows the comparison between the percentages of mam ages among 
the native-born and foreign-born in Michigan during the year 1879- It wilt 
be observed that 73.33 per cent, of the males, and 78.00 per cent, of the 
females married during the year were native-born ; that 2C.52 per cent, of the 
males, and 20.23 per cent, of the females were foreign-born.

The number of males and females who were married in this State tinder the 
age of 21 years may be seen in Table IX.

According to the returns, 14,40? deaths occurred in Michigan during the year 
1879. This is the largest number of deaths returned in one year since the 
establishment, in Michigan, of the act to provide for the registration of births, 
marriages, and deaths in 1867. In the year 1873 the next largest number of 
deaths was returned, being 14,258; yet, considering the results after correc- 
tions for omissions each year, according to the method usually adopted by us, 
the second greatest number of deaths appears to have occurred in 1872.

THE DEATH-RATE IN MICHIGAN. 

In the tabular statement given below the " Inhabitants Represented by 
Deaths" are the inhabitants of the State, except of those townships from 
which no returns of deaths in 1879 were received. After corrections for 
omissions, the ratio of deaths to inhabitants is shown to be 1.56 in 100, or 15.6 
for each 1,000 inhabitants. This death-rate, as an average death-rate for a 
State with a large and sparsely settled territory may not be considered much 
too small. Massachusetts, having a much larger population to a given terri- 
tory than has Michigan, had, for an average death-rate for 30 years, 19.26 to 
every thousand of the population. The State of Connecticut, according to its 
Registration Report, had, for the year 1880, a death-rate of 16.7 in 1,000. 
Both of these States have a large population that is subjected to dangers to

, by quarters of the year, as returned, and as corrected for omissions, for 
ich of the years 1874-1879. Ab shown by the per cents calculated after cor- 
jctions for omissions, with tha exception of the third quarter, the deaths per 
quarter, for the year 1879, were quite evenly distributed.

!, page 110, and of Exhibit E, page 113. 
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The last line in Exhibit C probably supplies better data than any other lino 
for comparisons of the several mouths with each other, for it shows the num- 
ber of deaths for each month in a population equaling that at the close of the 
rear.

Deaths at different periods of life in the several months of the year 1879 
may be studied in Exhibit L>. At no period of equal length is life so precari- 
ous as during the first five years. According to this exhibit it is seen that 
more deaths occurred under five years of age, during the year and during each 
month in the year, than for any like period of life. Of tliia number of deaths 
more than half occurred among those under one year of age. Among children 
under five years of age, including those under one year of age, the greatest 
number of deaths occurred in the months of August, September, and July. 
The great number of deaths, at this period, when compared with the number 
stt all ages, shows tho comparative deatructivenesa of infant life in the summer.

Tho ratio of still-births to the total number of deaths is shown in Exhibit i. 
In the comparison from 187-4 to 1879, ycurs in which the returns of deaths are 
corrected by returns of births, it is seen that the number and per cent, of 
still-births returned were greatest iti 1878. In 187'J, although there were 
returned 749 still-births, the per cent, of still-births to the whole number of 
deaths was less than for tho years 1875, 1377 and 1878, and less than tho 
average for the six years.

WRTH-MONTUS 'MOST FAVORABLE TO THE LIFE OF THE CniLI). 

The large rutio of deaths among children, especially among those under one year of age, to the general rate of mortality 
repeats itself, in a great measure, year after year, with dismal significance. Referring move particularly to town popula 
tions, the liegistrar General of England said : "He will be the greatest sanitary reformer of his age who can most success 
fully combat the unnatural surroundings which are so prejudicial to childhood." 

According to tho returns, the total number of children born in 1878 was 35,130. Of this number, 3,305 died under one 
year of age, making 9.41 per cent, of those horn, or 94.1 in 1,000. Exhibit 3 contains tho facts of this statement; alsc 
shows the number of births returned in each month of the year 1S78, and the relative proportion of deaths to births in thest 
periods, without and with regard to both sexes. Without regard to sex, the ratio of deaths under one year of age to birth 
was least in order named, in tho months of August, October, and September; with regard to males, in August, March, am 
October; of females, in September, October, and Novomber. These observations coiucido with the general statement ii 
reference to preceding years, that the birth-months most favorable to child lifo were in tho latter months of the year. 

MONTHS OF OEEATEST DANGER TO LIFE OF CHILD AGED UNDEE ONE TEAK. 

From Exhibit 3 it is seen that the birth-months in 1878 relating to the greatest mortality of children under ouo year o. 
ago, without regard to sex, were, in order named, April, January, February, and July; with regard to males, April, January 
July, and December; to females, February, March, April, and January. 

Tho third column from the lust in Exhibit 4 shows the proportion that died during month of birth, to the total bom ii 
1879 who died aged under one year. The average ratio was nearly one-half. The greatest proportion of deaths that occurred 
among those aged under one month, was in tho mouths of August and December. Premature birth is probably a large cause 
of this condition, although the destructive effects of curly mal-nntrition from the absence of proper food may be cited as another

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Social organization lias many striking advantages, and not the least of these 
is the opportunity that it especially affords for 'the accumulation of numerous 
.nd useful facta leading to the solution of problems tiiat affect the perpetuity 
and strength of such organization. 

No more valuable facts can be collected than those pertaining to the cauBes 
ii!' deaths in it community, and, for this reason, the best methods for obtaining 
such facts is a subject that should elicit the profouudest consideration of those 
upon whom devolves the duty of establishing these methods. Although the 
present law, relating to the registration of births, marriages, and deaths in 
Vlichigan, needs greatly to bo improved in order to become of most value to 
: he people : still, we are able to obtain much useful knowledge by the present 
v.-k'in. 

Table XIV. enables us to study the ratio of deaths in 187!) from the prin- 
cipal causes of deaths, according to the general classif] cation adopted by Dr. 
PUT, of England. 

A greater number of deaths occurred in 1879 than in any year since 1873. 
The ratio of deaths from zymotic diseases to the whole number of deaths in 
ilie State was greater in 1879 than in any year since 1872, and greater than 
from any other cause in 1879. The per cent, of deaths, in 1S79, among the 
/.yniotic and developmental diseases was greater than the average per cent, of 
the eight years endiug with 1879, and less than the average among the consti- 
tutional ami local causes, and of deaths from violence. 

The deaths from all causes may be studied, by months, in 1879, and com- 
pared with the averages of the different months in the nine years ending with 
1879, in Diagram No. 3, page 112. Diagram No, 4 graphically represents 
the deaths that have occurred in Michigan in each month of the year 1879,

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Cancer. —The total number of deaths in Michigan iu 18*9 from this disease 
was 372. Of males there were 124, of females 148. Takiug the considerable 
excess of the male population over that of the female in the State, the excess 
of deaths among the females is considerably greater than the results iu the 
table imply. Of the total number, 28 were especially peculiar to females, and 
among the deaths from caucer, iu which the organs diseased were unspecified, 
there were 29 more deaths among females than among males. As in previous 
years, deaths from cancer of the stomach are most frequent. Exhibit S facil- 
itates the study of this subject.

Croup. — Deaths from this cause in 1879 woro almost entirely confined to 
children under 15 years of age, the greatest number occurring among children 
under the age of 5 years. The greatest number of deaths from croup occurred 
in the month of December, the next months in order being November, Jan- 
uary and February. The least number of deaths from this disease occurred 
in July. About 1.9 per coot, more males died from this cause than females. 
Exhibit K enables the reader readily to observe what meteorological conditions 
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were coincident with thg greatest mul lout number of deaths por month from 
croup in the year 1S79. 

Croup and Diphtheria. — These two AiseitMa arn grouped together from the 
supposition that they tiro essentially one disease. Exhibit L shows their rela- 
tion, especially to the conditions of the propositions given in the foot-notes.

Diphtheria. — The deaths in 1879 from diphtheria numbered 1,473, or 1 
per cent, of the whole number of deaths for that year. . A considerably lurg 
per cent, of females died from this cause than males, especially when we c 
eider the ratio of population of mates to females in the State. The greatest 
number of deaths occurred in the last quarter of the year; and, by far the 
greatest proportion o£ the deaths from this cause occurred among children 
under ten years of age. In Exhibit H there are five exceptions to the propo- 
sition referring to temperature, and five to those relating to the amount c" 
vapor inhaled.

Diarrhea. — Two hand red and twenty-six deaths from diarrhea were returned 
as having occurred in Michigan in 18?!), the largest per cent, of deaths from 
this cause occurring in August; the next, largest in July. 

Exhibit 16 permits a study of this disease in its relation to certain atmos- 
pheric couditions for the mouths of July and August, for the years 1874-1879, 

Exhibit 21 shows the meteorological conditions coincident vrith diarrhea for 
each month of the year, and Table XXI. permits of a study of both diarrhea 
and dysentery with coincident atmospheric conditions. It U a noteworthy fact 
that uo deaths from dysentery were returned for the month of March in 1879.

Rheumatism. — For each season of tile year 1878, then was about att equal 
number of deaths from rheumatism. The greatest number of deaths occurred 
in June, July, August, and December, nine deaths being returned for each 
month. Although the number of deaths from this disease is so email, some 
information may bo gained by a study of their relation to coincident meteoro- 
logical conditions as given in Exhibit 19.

— The number of deaths reported to have been caused by this 
disease in 1879 was 41$, or 29 in 1,000 of the deaths from all causes. The 
largest proportion of deaths was among the males, and more than one-half of 
the deaths from scarlet fever occurred among children under live years of age. 
Nine deaths occurred from this cause among persons over 25 years of ago, the 
oldest being over GO. 

Exhibit V shows that the greatest number of deaths from scarlet fever 
occurred in the first five months of the year ; it also contains statements of the 
coincident atmospheric conditions.

Consumption. — There were one thousand six hundred and seventy-nine 
deaths from consumption returned for 1879. — 767 males and 913 females. 
The ratio of deaths of females to males from this cause is even considerably 
larger than the numbers mentioned represent, because of the excess of the 
male over the female population in Michigan. In-door occupation, and the 
absence of the necessary consideration of ventilation, probably accounts for a 
certain portion of the excess of deaths among the females from this cause.
